"This Houae deeply regrets thot the 
Government Btould, in their flnancial 
statemont of tbe 5th of February, 187tj, 
purporting to bUow tho uaaota and liabili- 
ties of tlio Proviuco, have duemed it pro- 
per to omit from tlio ussets tlio claims of 
th^ Proviuco against tlio Domnuon for 
reiiSbursement of mouoy expondod on tho 
dock, thereby seriously) .imperilling, if, 
jKrimrtually surrendering, such ol&m, 
and also placingTthe Proyinoo in a false 
* flnanoial position." 

The above is an exact copy of the 
resolution inovod by the Leader of tho 
Oppositioa in the House on Monday 
iii amendment to tho motion to go in- 
to Conamitteo of Supply. Great lati- 
tud&iB allowed honorable members on 
Buch an occasion ; and the most ab- 
witti'foaiiEL irrelevant lesolutions or; 
wiUfiSttatfttemeuts are seldom ruled 
outof brdeyj[ any_other, , time Mr. 
Walkem would probably have hesitat- 
^%Qiox.0 ^jitroducing a' "resolution 
f«fiusii'tf,'it d6es not convict him of 
insincerity or stupidity, opens the 
door for a review of the ciroumatanoes 
that led to his extinction as a poli- 
tician iu tbia Province.

The Pacillc Terminus. 

ITiiruiito aiobs, April ai.) 

From Mr. Mackonzio's explanations 
it may bo surmiHcd that tho choice of a 
Pncitlc terminus rests between Wad- 
dington Harbour at the head of Bute 
Inlet- a lino from which, crossing 
Seymour Narrows, strikes Vancouver 
lidand nearly in tha centre — and 
Deano's Channel or Canal, fully one 
hundred miles to the northward, and 
which through Fitzhugh Sound com- 
inunicntoa directly with tho Pacific 
Ocoan. There ia another route— to 
Gaidnor's Inlet— still further north 
than Deano's Cha nnol, but wo should 
judge from tho language of the Prp- 
niior this can hardly , bei[ik0ly_^r|))e- 
coino a coinpetitor with eitneif of the 
others. Tho Deane's Channel route is 
tho 0110 that, up to the presenl' time, 
afl'ords the most favorable moans of 
reaching tho ocean from Fort Gaorgo. 
Tho highest grade ia under 100 feet to 
the mile, and the sea is touched by a 
lino some fifty miles shorter than that 
by Bute Inlot. The navigation to tho 
opou ocoan is direct and easy, and if 
tho solo object wero to obtain tho 
shortest possible through route, it is 
quite possible, as against Bute Inlet, 
Deane a Oh^ii|sl -would wi^j^'^y.' 
The Bute Inlet' route has' been the mib- 
joct of very careful surveys. The 
Inlot is upproachod by tho Homathoo 
Canyon, a tremendous gorge in tho 
Cascade tftifge, through which the 
river: jruqhesi with . great force. Tbe 
preoitiitOfls'^ltlifiii'risei upf Ai'«itbw Ma*, 



and the bod of tho roadway would 
have, in some places, to bo cut out of 
tho face of the solid rock.

sent features of ombarrn.ssiuont to tho 
engineers. But thoro aro fow diflicul- 
tios that modern engineering skill 
cannot ,^urmount, A wall of rock 
r^L-IS-^ffllw^qiPPi: Pfmendwular is, 
on-a close examination, often round to 
incline sufBcienlly to afford space for 
a track, and the debris itself torn oil" 
by . the procoas of blasting goes to 
furnish an' additional breadth of road- 
bed. The question of grades is the 
ono requiring mpst cons^eration; and 
has in the presenV instance ' been 
studied with the most careful anxioty. 
Between 30 and -10 miles from its 
mouth tho Homathco divides into two 
branches. . On the . west branch the 
mcist favorable grade that could bo 
found was some 115 feet to the mile 
for a distance of fifteou or sixteen 
miles, with a considerable amount of 
tunnelling. But an instniinontal sur- 
vey of the east branch \\a& shown that 
a gradQ may there be obtained of ^ 107 
feet to the mile, with a saving in dis- 
tance of two or three miles, while 
there is also the further advantage of 
a level rest of soiuo Ihreo-quartors of 
a milo in the grade that will afibrd 
very considerable relief in operating 
this costly section of tho road. 

Comparing what is known of the 
two routes tonniuating respoctively 
at Waddington Harboui- nnd Donno's 
Chanr^el, it will be pretty obvious that 
if the one object to be ' gained wore 
the constroctioii of the shortest road 
with the least possible delay from 
Lake Superior to the Pacific ocean, 
the decision would be given in favor 
of tho latter. But inauy other con- 
sideptions may have weight in deter- 
mining a questionj^O mpmentous. -Of 
court>e, as a th'rofagh line^or transcon- 
tinental traffic mth the East tho road 
will be useless until it is actually com- 
pleted throughout, or at all events 
from Lake Superior westward. For 
the accomplishment of this object sev- 
eral years — the number at present 
being uiicertaiu — will bo required. 
Meantime the railway would, if carried 
to-Deano'a Chauucl, bo of liLLlo or no 
value ' to British Columbia, For a 
very short distance, only ia tho coun- 
try along that line of route settled at 
all. It may possess iniuoral wealth, 
but that is as yet undiscovered. Every 
ton of coal would have to be carried 150 
or 200 miles from Vaucouvora Island 
to supply the railroad, or the vessels 

vent of the railroad ; and vessels bound 
to or from China and Japan would bo 
taken, by resorting to Deane'a Channel, 
for out of the ordinary track, and 
away from other portji on the Ameri- 
can i66ft9t atSvhich they might arrange 
to call if the terminus wero ^ situated 
further uouth. Tho Bute Inlet line 
would, on tho other hand, bo of great 
importance as a colonization railway, 
:ftnd;iir.a|^|dlngsa I direct means of 
oommunicatiori betweon Yuncouvors 
Island and the nmiulaud settlements, 
.if not actually on its own Hue of route, 
by moans of roads from difl'erent 
points in the interior of tho country; 
while if a railroad wero built — as it 
very probably may be at some time or 
other^by local enterprise on the Is- 
land itself, it would bo a natural con- 
tinuation to the Provincial capital and 
tho great naval station of Esqnimaltof 
the Canadian Pacific highway. With- 
out discussing the claims of British 
Goluitobia '^tO' ' special - attention in a 
matter should lie uTtim'ately de- 

cided with regard to the interests of 
the-Dominion as a whole, no one will 
deny that everything tending to the 
development of that Province is of na- 
tional as well as local importance, and 
from this point of view the Bute Jplet 
terminus would seem to be more " in 
harmony with public wants and re- 
quirements than ono situalod at 
Dcinc'-. Channel. It was satisfactory 
to find in the recent dohaLos that, dif- 
fering as tho reprosontutives of British 
Columbia did in their views -on |ihis' 
and other questions, there was the 
most implicit conlidence apparently 
felt that tho decision of tho jMiiiistcr 
of Public Works would bo absolutely 
impartial, and founded on an cxhaus' 
tive exanaination of every point boar 
ing one way or tho other. Primarilv 
the engineer must determine the mat- 
ter, and it is (juito probable that eve|i 
yet his labouiH may 'throw further 
light upon tho subject.

would, pay j>250,000 towards dock oon- 
slrnction. Tho Province would however 
rc(iuiro a loan amounting tp $830,000 the 
proBont year to moot liabilities on tho 
dock and coutinuo work thereon, and' -be 
iWas confident that his constituency w;p,ald 
not favor siKdi a proceeding. Before' an- 
other cento.' liability wero incurred ho 
would have tho Dominion Ciovorniuout 
Btato scjuaroly and doihiitely that they wero 
prepared to re-imbui-so,aud carry out their 
contract. He held tho amen<liuont was 
not.introdaced ab a party iuattcfr nor to 
reflect on' tbe-'^oTernment, but simply 
'with a desit'e to 'save tha Province heavy 
liabilities incurred for tho dopk> 

Mr. Brydon thought the amendment a 
proper one; he would sapport it. 

Mr. Smith rose toippeak but was inter- 
rupted by cries of '(spoken ! spoken!) 
Tho hon. gontloinaii maintained that ho 
had not spekon to tho amendment. 

Mr. Speaker found that Mr. Siuith liad 
spoken and was therefore out of order. 

Mr. Sinithe said the leader of the Op- 
position had adroitly tried to make it ap- 
pear that his solo aim and intention in 
moving this amendment had been to Kot 
a fair expression of opinion from this 
Houso on tho merits of tho drydock (lues. 
tion. His hito (colleagues had also stated 
this was their simple purpose; but no 
gentleman in that Houso know better 
than thegu hou. ex-Miuis*" .rs that this wiis 
not what the amendment meant (hear). 
If the obJiH!t of those gentlemen had l)oen 
an honest desiri> to iilace tho I'rovincc in 
a right iio.-ntion in this matter, they would 
have moved a substantive resolution in 
the House, when it could have beontreat- 
0(1 as an open (luestion on its merits;' bui 
moTcd, as it was, as an amondmont to tho 
aiotion to go into Committee of Supply, 
it could not ba treated otherwise than iis 
a vote of censure on tho Government 
wliicli, if oarriedi would amount to a do- 
feat of the Ministry (hear, hear). It would 
1)9 well for hon. members to bear this in 
uiiud and not bo dceoivod as to the object 
of tho motion (hear) . The hon. senior 
member for ViotorisfeOity hpditl^tpd. that 
Mr. Maokonzie-lmd b'ebb obliged to sfriko 
ont a jirovisioii in' tho Graving Dock Act, 
I.STl, v,-lii(di stated that the S2.")0,IIU0 was 
nut to bo clarged against the indebted- 
ness of th(( province, lie (Mr. Hmithe) 
was sorry a Canadian Hansard had not 
been puldishod in^'T'l. po that he might 
have .shown fron* SnCoa'trovertible au- 
thority tliat Mr.. Mackenzie was not com- 
pellod to strike out tho int<>rprotation 
clause,' butfdid it at the .solicitation of 
his friends as being suporlluous and un- 
necessary. Mr. Mackenzie had always 
takiMi thepopition that tho agreeraont uu- 
tertsl into with British Columbia was for 
an advance of mouey for graving dock 
])urooseg to bo charged against tho debt 
account of the Pr(Dvinco and not for a 
gift or bonus. Tbis positioh heliiiiirnevor 
receded from, and the hon.- leado^ pf the 
Oi'P"'*itiou well knew that as faivback. as 
last seseion - long before tho prosentGov- 
ernmout took oftice — Mr. Mackenzie had 
tolograjihed that the Qr-tving Dock money 
would bo advanced ^s a loan not as a gift 
(hear, hoar). He could not have sent tho 
telegram refen«^ ***iOfl Bpcouflt, of, J30,- 
000 having been left out of ' the" assets 
cidumn in a financial statement of 2.")th 
r.d)., ISTCi (hear hoar) . TIk! Opposition 
hud b('gged tho late ;:o"ei-nment to ascer- 
tain oHicially beyond tho possibility of 
doubt how this mattir really stood before 
incurring the re.sponsibility of large ex- 
penditure on graviug.d<>ck account with- 
mil know! tig whe're\ b'r lipw, '^.the nionoy 
was to bo provided. This thoy had ob- 
stinately refused to do, and the roaulthad 
been tho very ombarrar.sing position the 
dock (luestiou now assumed. The senior 
raomber for Cariboo might try to lift tho 
blanio from his own shoulders and to put 
it on the shoulders of the 'present Gov- 
eruniont; but the efl'urt was fntilo (hear) . 
Tho headstrong, inconsiderate and reck- 
less course .pnwued by tho lat(! Oovorn- 
nient in incurring liabilities on graving 
duck as well as (jther accounts without 
knowing, or apparently caring, how tllOs(> 
liabilities wero to bo providetl for was 
bhimoabio in the extreme, and tho blame 
will most assuredly rest wlfereit righifnl- 
ly helongsjofaeers) . There was somothiug 
apprQl^tUDS^c.^be ludicvous in tho attempt 
of the Deado'if of the Opposition to show 
that because tho Minister of Fiinuice fail- 
(>d to enniiierato S.'iO.OOO among tho assets 
of tlie Proviuco on a certain occasion, 
th(!refore we have surrendered our claim 
to .^250, 000 as a gift from Canada. I tiiko 
it Mr. Speaker that tho fact will not weigh 
HO mu(di as a feather's weight either for 
or against our claim. If ("anada over 
agreed to pay that sum to this Provinco as 
a gift, wi! are just aa safe to get it as we 
need be. If Canada was ever liabl(c for 
that money, sho is liable for it now and 
w(5 need have no fear but wo will get it; 
(lioar hear J and Mr, -Speaker if Canada 
was never ^U^Idiiot lt',Tlib; IfttijtfcloV- 
ornmont were to blame for not discover- 
ing tho fact boy ond doubt, before entering 
into contracts on account of it, a.s thoy 
have done. (Chears.) The aniendniont 
makes the mistake of endeavoring to 
pledge this Houso to tho opinion tJiat tho 
Finance Mia jstor'a mistake (if, mistako it 
w.is) in n6ti-'oalculaanif''amoijr"--tM^sets 
of tho Province, money spent on Dock ac- 
count, had had tho oflTect of snrrendering 
our claim to tin; Graving Dock money 
from Canada. Ho had confidoneo tbat 
tho House would pledge itself to no such 
foolish o])inion, .and ho should certainly 
support tho Government on this (lucstion 
.fl^d vpte^t^fjun^t the amendment. (Cheers. ) 

Mr. Armstrong, in a very emotional 
ellort, charactorized tho hon. Minister of 
Finance an a failure, lie had falsitiod tho 
pL;b::c ac-^niUs (e the tune of SKID.OUO. 
(Cries of No! no! and laughter.) Ho was 
BBtonishod that the present Govorumont 
had tho audaPity to go to Canada for 
luouey after having ejected their prcdo- 
coBsors for what ho maintained fo bn a 
similar transaction; and attempted t(j ac- 
conut for tho disasters o.f the late Govein- 
nu;nt by tho tightness of fclio local money 
market which he assorted was caused by 
tlio failure of tho Bank of California, 
which produced such a demand for money 
that none could ho obhiined for British 
Columbian purpoacs, ovoopt at exorbitant 
rates, thereby rendering neccHsary the 
borrowing of I ho if.'iO.OOO from Hir James 
Douglas with its accompaniment of the 
gdOO bonus to Mr. DeCosmos. Ho de- 
clared that mombers had turned traitors 
to thoir constituouts and that this was tho 
true reason of the defeat of tho late Gov- 
ornment. . After spending somo time 
in abusing tho "traitors," h(! criliris- 
od tho treatmonl of tho dock (juostion lir 
tho present Ministry and conclHdofi with 



,na;(rei> tia, hiiitded oror by Canada lb this 

Province. " 

Hon. Mr. Elliott contrasted tho assor- 
tions of the senior member for Cariboo 
that tho late Government conld easily 
have raised $2.")0,000 and that of the senior 
moiuber for Victoria that thoy could havo 
commanded $1,000,000 if they had wish- 
ed it with tho account of tho dilliculty of 
obtaining money .spoken of in tho oration 
of tho last speaker, and wished to bo in- 
formed wliy if thoir credit was so good as 
tho llrst two gcutlomen had stated, tho 
last one had found it nooes.sary to pay 
Mr. DeCu.smo.s ;?t)00 aa a commission for 
raising a louji for them ? (hear, hear). As 
to the charge against himself of having 
condemned tho lato Government for bor- 
r'owio^ money from Canada and then, 
when in power, resorldng to tho danxe'ox- 
podiont himself, he had always said that 
ho should not object to such a course if 
it wero taken for a special public work, 
and had hims(df named tho drydock as 
such a work, and the spocitic purjioso for 
.which his Government had sought thus 
to raiaa funds was to pay the debts in- 
curred by the oouotry through (he mis- 
management of the gontlemen oppositu. 
(Hoar, hoar.) IIo wished to know why, 
the late Gov(>rnment had not oconoinised 
so noon as they found that thoy could not 
obtain money from Canada instead of 
rushing into still greater liabilities (hear, 
hear). Ho maintained that tho framors 
of the financial statement were corroot in 
pliiidng tho dock didits amongst the 
liabiJiiiea of tbo year '70, and said that 
uob,a oent -Of mon^y gn that acaountjco^^d 
bo drawn from Canada without vouchors 
showing tho progress made in construc- 
tion. In conclusion lio charactorized tho 
cours(! of tho leader of tho Oi)poBition as 
(uio of tho most factious attomiit.s to ob- 
struct tho course of govornment over 
made; but ho vras satialled that tho good 
sense of the HouRo would causo thorn to 
disregard it (loud apiilanso). 

i\Ir. Mara, who was fre(iuoiitly intor- 
ruj)ied by Mr. Beavon, [jroceedocl to sot 
that genllemau right in some of his stato- 
nients, and in(iuired why tho oppo.sition, 
instead of ndteruting tho assertion that 
the financial statement was false, did not 
show whore and how it was wrong. It .was 
certainly their business to it if they were L. 
able. He thou virocoedod, amidst great 
idioeriug, to criticise tho speech of the 
late L'iniinoo Minister, direL-tingattoation to 
the fact tliat at the very time that gentlo- 
nuin had describe. 1 the cnuiit of tho Pro- 
vince as being so low that both tho local 
banks refused to make advances and that 
he was unable to obtain cash for loss than 
12 per cont., there was a million of mouey 
lying in tho banks at 5 i)er cent, and tho 
Victoria Dobenturoa wen? eagerly bought 
up at par through paying only 7 por cent. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys wisked, before 
tho question was put, to say a few words 
about tho drydock. Immediately on the 
conclusion of tho last session conforencos 
were held as to the be^t moans of treating 
this subject. The' advice given to the 
Walkem Government was to proooad with 
tho work and as soon as a eortificate of 
progress could bo procured "to base a 
claim on make a deumnd on Canada for an 
advance with tbe view of ascertaining 
whether the Canadian dock money was a 
loan or a gift. Tho loader of tho late 
Government had asked for power to bor- 
roAv enough, say .530.000, to commence 
tho work, and it was nndiirstood that this 
would bo rcfund(Hl by Gauadaand tbat all 
this Provinc(> would be re(iuirod to pay 
would bo tho interest on this sum. Now, 
whon tho .s.iO.OOO was dne, why did not 
Mr. Walkem's Government makes demand 
for' the dock money from Canada? Bo- 
cause, said the spoakor, tli(\v alreadv 
know that it was only a loan. [Mr. Wal- 
kem hero £.aid it was becani-(> the \£l did 
not enable thorn to nmko a demand unless 
some definite progress had been made. J 
Mr. Humphreys n^sumcd, certiflcatos 
could and ought to have been obtumed. 
Ho asked what woald liavo been thought 
of the present Oovcmmont if they had 
gone on with tho graving dock without 
making auy ell'ort U) ascertain if tho Can- 
adian mouey was a loan or a gift. This 
was tho reason of the demand thoy ha(l. 
made on Canatia. llu tlnni gave a resume 
of the financial position of the present 
Govorumant pssnmipg offipe^. iWid ns- 
.lerted that tho lato Qovor'nmont must 
havo boon either dishonest or incapable 
whon thoy paid a commiasioii of jjtiOO, 
which ho spoke of as plunder, in order to 
obtain a loan whon their credit w*S as 
represoutod by Messrs. Walkom and Bea- 
von (hear, hear). The Provincial revenue 
was.S3{S2,000 and with it tbe liabilities, 
amounting to S t3!>,000, had to be met be- 
sides grappling with tho current expenses 
of the year, and including .■? 18,000 duo on 
account of interest on the portion of tho 
8945,000 which the late Government had 
taken over declaring to tho last that (Can- 
ada owed tli(! money to tho Proviuco and 
that it was our owu. Ho contended that 
no other course wus loft but to impose 
taxes, and that ho could not tinderstand 
the declaration of tho Opposition, that if 
they mid remained at tho helm nothing 
of the sort would havo been done and no 
on(! wonlil have lie.ird of th(> bad std(! of 
the Prtjvincial criulit. To deliberately 
conceal tho state of atbdrs was the only 
plan he could think of by which thoy 
oould have prevented it being heard of, 
and that would bo dishonorable. 

Dr. Ash here appealed to tho Speaker to 
know if tlic use of th(i words "dishonest" 
"dishonorablo" was Parliamentary. 

Mr. Fisher said he had taken thoRo 
words down over and over again from the 
other side. 

Mr. Walkem did not object to.them; in 
fact, ho exp(^otod them (lauglifer). 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys continiiod. He 
did not wisli to imply any charge of dis- 
honesty por-sonally against auy inomber 
of the late ministry, but spoke of mneh of 
thoir expan^ituie as being unjustifiable, 
which had rendei'ed it necessary to raise 
twice as much money. as would ot herwiso 
liava sufficed. If the late IVfiniste r of I'i 
nance'hnd been a man of ability and his 
nssortioii of tho falsity of tho llnaneial 
statsiaent pr(iparod by the jjro.seut (fov- 
ornmeiit liad boon corre(^t, nothing would 
have been easier than for him to prove it 
by examination of pnblio acoouuU and to 
defeat thp Ministry upjJU tKJit,Mrj- 'qucs 
lion, 'the slatements of tlie"membcr for 
Now ■Westminster district were absurd, 
and in conclusion ho Inipi-d tl)at goutle- 
inen opjiDHito would usi> their power ito 
bettor eH'oct than hitlnodo. :
